There does not appear any definite and distinct record of the date when Tal- 
bot was lined off from Kent as @ saparate jurisdiction.

It, how- 
ever, appears that from 1661 to 1665 Talbot embraced all territory from Kent 
Narrows and aouth of Kant Island to the Delaware Line and Shoptank river. In 
1665 definite boundary was established between Kent and Talbot, 


The first Court of Talbot County was held at the house of Willian Coursey 
25 Apr, 1662, Seven Justices are named and among them 4s THOMAS HYNSON, At 6 
Court held at the house of William Coursey November 1663 Edward Licyd takes his 
seat at a Justice. It appears that Thomas Hynson had resigned or failed of re- 
appointment as ws find him foreman of a jury of inquest and among the jury we 
find the following names of interest: Thomas Hynson, Jr.3 John Hynson; Daniel 
Glover; and THOMAS HORRIS, sons and sons-in-law of said Thomns Hynson, Senior.

Thomas did not_long remain in 
Lancaster but moved to Northumberland Co. where he married about 1661 Martha, 
daughter of William Ironmonger and an only child, they resided in said county 
to 1667 when Murtha died, Thomas left his children with tne grandparents and re- 
turned to Maryland and resided with his parents in Talbot Co.

There does not appear any evidence that Thomas ever lived on this land 
tho he and his wife remained in Charleston to March 1674 when they returned to 
Maryland and Thomas is again recorded as " transported,", but does not make any 
claim for land, etc. 


He abandoned the sea about this time and became a bricklayer. In Dec. 1474

37) and asaumed that Hartha of this 
doed was widow of Thomas Norris mentioned in the deed, and that they were the 
progenitors of the Norris family of Lancaster County. 


Another source of misinformation came from a party not connected with nor 
interested in the Norris family but who made searches of the records and stat- 
ed that " Mertha was a daughtor of George Wale " quoting Order Book 1685. fle 
carefully examined this book of some 250 pages and NO INDEX and failed to find 
unything to substantiate the statement. We later interviewed the party who mado 
the written statenent, he resides in Lancaster, Va., he did not recall making 
the statement and did not have any copies of arything he may have written. Se 
did, however, search this bock in our presence and failed to find anything to 
verify what he had written. 


There was found in May term of Court 1685, page 202, “ Order to Willian 
YORRIS who married one of the daughters of Mr. George Wale ( deacd.} * This is 
no doubt what he based his atatement upon. =, 


William Norris was a blacksmith and settled in Lancaster after his marri- 
ape. Uartha appears to have inherited land from her father. There does not pp- 
poar any record of William Norris purchasing or disposing of any real estate.
